_ Navy Nearing War Strength 


WASHINGTON, May 1 —yYester- 
day’s recruiting for the regular army 
set a. new record, with 2,556 men. 
Tilinois took the lead with 368, Penn- 
sylvania, with 324,.was second; New 
York, with 228, third, and Indiana, 
with 220, fourth. The total recruit- 
ing for April. was 40,258. - 

The enlisted strength of the navy 
now hag reached 86,326, within less 
than 700 of the full war quota now 
authorized. 

‘The marine corps has already com- 
pleted recruiting its full authorized - 
strength of 17,400, but both services 
will continue recruiting campaigns: 
without modification, as bills pend- 
ing in Congress are expected to give 
the navy an authorized total strength 
of 150,000, and raise the marine corps

PARIS, May 1.—After consolidating. 
their new positions on the wooded hills 
east of Rheims during the night, the 
French today beat off two strong coun} 
terattacks, inflicting heavy losses-on the 
enemy by artillery and machine gun 
fire. The German attacks were delivered 

against the French lines in the district 
northeast of Mont ‘Haut, where the 
point of the French wedge reaches to 
the approaches to the Nauroy-Moronvil- 
liers road. 

Five hundred and twenty prigoners 
‘were captured by the French in yester- 
day’s fighting, making the total taken 
since the offensive began well over 21,- 
000. 

Artillery fighting of considerable vio- 
lence continues along the Chemin-des- 
Dames; north of the Aisne, and in the 


region northwest of Rheims. 


The communication issued by the War

Professor Alexander Petrunkevitch,

EXPLOSION RAISED DECKS | An 


Only One of Three Lifeboats Got to 
kand—Nine of Naval Crew 
Lost with Officer. 


LIVERPOOL, May 1.—The. eighteen 
survivors of the stéamef Vacuum who 
drrivéd heré this afternoon . included 
three American naval gunners: George 
Wilson, New York; Frank Lasher, El- 
gih, Il., and John Nichola, Passaic, 
N. J... They declared that Captain Har- 
ris, eomttiander of the steamer; Lieu- 
tenant Thomas, in charge of the gun- 
nets; thé chief énginéer, and sevéral of 
the gunners perished. 

Three lifeboats were launched, but only 
ohe reached shore. The one containing 
the third maté and sevéral gunners was 
swamped in the rough sea immediately 
after launching, and all its occupants 
were drowned. Another, in command of 
Chief Mate Oscar Gailen, reached land. 

George Wilson, one of the American 
gunners, said with rogers to the dis- 
astér: 

‘*I was on watch with anothér gun- 
ner, Harry Loree of Philadelphia, at the 
stern gun. It was 10 ‘o'clock on the 
morning of Saturday, the 28th, when 
we suddenly saw the periscope of @ 
submarine within 200 feet of our star- 
board beam. Almost immediately after- 
ward a torpedo was fired and struck us 
twenty feet abaft the engine room. 
There was a terrific explosion, which 
raised the steel deck and threw Loree 
and myself off our feet. 


U-Boat Fired Deck Guna. 


‘“‘ Before we were able to do any- 
thing with our guns the Vacuum began 
to settle rapidly, stern first, and in a 
few minutes we were in the water. We 
could see the ship’s bow high in the 
air. Then the submarine came to the 
surface, circled the ship several times, 
and fired four shots from her deck 
guns. . : ; 

“‘The first shot shattered the wire- 
less house and the other three took ef- 
fect if the Vacuum’s Sow.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Official dis- 
patches to the State Department from 
Robert 'P. Skinner, American Consul 
General at London, today confirmed 
press reports that the American tankship 
Vacuum had been sunk by a German 
submarine off the Irish coast with prob- 
able loss of the lives of most of the 
members of the naval gun crew on 
board. ‘The message from Mr. Skinner 
said that the mate and seventeen of the 
crew, including three American gunners, 
were rescued and landed. ‘These were 
all in one boat. Other boats with the 
Master, the Naval Lieutenant command- 
ing the gun crew, and the remainder of 
the Vacuum’s crew still were missing.

Soldiers Are Traced.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—It is impos- 
sible for the Allies to reach an agree- 
ment with the Germans on an armistice 
to pefmit both sides to gather up the 
wounded between the fighting lines be- 
causé the Germans fire on Red Cross 
ambulances, Ian Malcolm, who has been 
at the head of the British Red Cross on 
the western front, told newspaper men 
today. 

“With that kind of a spirit on the 
other side,’’ Mr. Malcolm said, ‘‘ the only 
way the wounded can be reached is 
through the efforts of men from the 
trenches, who crawl out ‘at night-time 
and drag them in.’’ 

Mr. Malcolm, who is hére with the 
British mission as the répresentative of 
the Red Cross, told of the allied meth- 
ods for finding and aiding the wounded 
and of the plan developed for identify- 
ing the dead and wounded. The pres- 
ent expénditufes of the Red Cross, he 
said, approximate $200,000 per week, and 
the ambulances in France alone cost 
$20,000 a week. 

An ‘elaborate system has béeh worked 
out for identifying the wounded in the 
hospitals and procuring information for 
the relatives of men who are missing or 
taken prisoners. Although each soldier 
is furnished with an identification tag, 
these tags frequently get lost, especially 
as the men aré inclined; or at least were 
inclined at the beginning of the war, to 
regard theth as somewhat gruesome and 
frequently gave them away as souvenirs. 

Men are employed to go around the 
hospitals taking evidence from _ the 
wounded who are able to talk, learning 


the fate of other men in the same ariny 
units, and thus saving anxio relatives 
much ‘anguish. The centra clearing 
housé of information for the British is 
in London, and there the people at home

they are interested. Every effort is

CALLED‘LOAN FOR FREEDOM’ 


Petrograd Committee Appeals for 
Ald Through the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. 


A body of prominent Jews, including 
Jacob H. Schiff, Louis Marshall, and 
Oscar S, Straus, will form a committee 
in this ‘city within a few days to or- 
ganize and solicit Jewish support for a 
substantial loan to the new Russian 
Government. Contributions to the loan 
will be sought from all Jews, poor as 
well as rich, one of the objects of the 
movement being to indicate to the lead- 
ers of the new Russia that, for the first 
time in history, a Russian Government 
has the 'full-hearted support and sym- 
pathy of American Jewry. 
The campaign is to be undertaken in 
response to a message which a Petro- 
cornmittee representing the Jews 
n Russia sent through the State De- 
partment to Jews in the United States, 
stating that the Jews of Russia were 
confidently supporting a ‘‘ new public 
loan for freedom,’*> which has been ia- 
sued by thé Provisional Government, and 
asking Jews here to lend their aid. 
Acting on this suggestion, Louis Mar- 
shall had an informal consultation with 
Mr. .Schiff yesterday, and it was “de- 
cided that.as soon as the State Depart- 
men had transmitted to them the offi- 
clal text: of the message they would 
proceed at once to organize a commit- 
tee for the raising of the loan. Mr. 
Marshall believed that the Jews of 
America would be only to eager to con- 
tribute. 
**We- will: hold a meeting in a few 
days,’’ said Mr. Marshall, ‘“‘to appoint 
a committee with a view of getting ur 
port for this Russian loan. We will 
ssue a call to those who desire ta par- 
ticipate, and we have no doubt that the 
call will meet with most enthusiastic 
response.

“Oh, Washington!” He Shouts, 
“Don’t Make the Mistakes They 
Made In Germany and England.” 


Billy Sunday struck a responsive chord |: 


in the hearts of his 12,000 hearers at the 
tabernacle last night when he expressed 
the hope that Theodore Roosevelt would 
be given the orportunity to head an 
army of American troops in the fighting 
in Burope. All the prophets had carried 
“ big, sticks,’’ said Sunday in a sermon 
that was full of militant and patriotic 
utterances, and there was no reason why 
Roosevelt, one of the most prominent ex- 
ponents of the big stick, should not be 
given the opportunity he sought to serve 
his country. 

‘They say Roosevelt wants to. take 
an army to Europe,’’ the revivalist 
shouted, adopting one of his favorite 
fighting poses. ‘‘I say let him do it. 
I’d like nothing better than to go along 
with him, if it was just to black his 
boots.”’ 

This caught the fancy of the crowd, 
which responded with an emotional out- 
burst which was noteworthy even for 
a Sunday audience. Several hundred of 
those in the big auditorium were laun- 
dry workers who had brought flags with 
them, and they waved these frantically. 
The cheering lasted for several minutes, 
many of the ministers in the réserva- 
tion at the right of the pulpit joining in 
it. Dr. Lyman Abbott, formerly the

LAW FORBIDS INTERFERENCE. 


Heavy Penalty for Influencing Ac- 
tion of «a Foreign Government. 


The Federal law under Section 5 of 


the Criminal Code, treating with criminal 
correspondence with foreign Govern- 
ments, provides as follows: 

‘“* Every citizen of thé United States, 
whether actually resident or abiding 
within. the same, or in any place sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof, or in 
any foreign country, without e per- 
mission or authority of the Government, 
directly or indirectly, commences or car- 
riés on any verbal or written corre- 
5 mdence or intercourse with any for- 
eign Government, or any officer or agent 
thereof; .with an intent to influence the 
measures or conduct of any foreign 
Government or of any officer or agent 
thereof, in relation to any disputes or 
controversies with the United Statés, or 
to defeat the measures of the Govern- 
ment of the United Staes; and every 
person, being a citizen of or resident 
within the United States, or in any place 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, and 
not duly authorized, counsels, advises, 
or assists in any 
with such intent, shall be not more 
than five. thousand dollars impris- 
oned not more than three ee -but: 
pee ah in this section sh: con- 
strued to abridge the right of a pltiean 
to apply, himself or his agent, to any 
foreign Government, or the agents there- 
of, for redress of any injury which he 
may have sustained from such Govern- 
ment or any of its agents or subjects.’’

HARDEN AND DERNBURG. © 

Maximirunx HaRDEN has told tlie 
truth to Germany before, but never so 
He throws off all disguise, 
all restraint, and tells his country that 


to the world.” It must become a de- 
mocracy, for “ democracy is the word 
of the hour,” the other nations are 
leaguing themselves in accord with it, 
and “ shall Germany freeze without? ” 
A commentary on HARDEN’s amazing 
utterances is supplied by the simulta- 
neous publication of Dr. DEENBURG’s 
speech at Breslau, almost equally 
frank. Germany has become “ an eye- 
sore to the world,” HARDEN says, but 
how? Dr. DEBNBURG answers: 
‘We have delighted ourselves in stand- 
ing on guard in shining armor in Cen- 
tral Europe, and we have in a fateful 
hour set ourselves against the general 
tendencies of a world that desires 
peace. 

“ Put the German house in such or- 
“der that tomorrow it. will be. habit- 
“able,” demands HARDEN in Berlin, 
and DERNBURG says in Breslau, “ The 
“new Germany is here and requires 
“fits house. Let us build it. Do not 
“let us delay.” “Shall Germany 
freeze without?” asks HARDEN, and 
DERNBURG supplies the commentary: 

We shall not reach permanent peace 

if we keep ourselves in that isolation 
which the war has brought.us to and 
into which, indeed, we had fallen: be- 
fore the war, unknown even to’ those 
whose duty it was to have known it. 

But HARDEN goes far beyond DERN- 
BURG or any other German when he 
tells Germany the truth about the way 
in which America was forced into the 
war. He dares to say, what the whoie 
outside world knows to be the truth, 
that the German peace overture was a 
fraud, put forward to be rejected, so 
as to make a * bridge over which Ger- 
“many could pass to relentless sub- 
“ marine warfare.” He tells Germany 
that America has not entered the war 
to get rich, as the Germans have been 
told, but instead has chosen, for the 
sake of an ideal, to give up the profits 
it was making out of the war and bur- 
den itself with heavy expenses. He 


lied to the President in its official com- 
munications, 

There may be other voles speaking 
the truth to Germany. If there ‘are 
not, there soon will be. The truth is 
an import that has been blockaded, 
and it has been a long time running 
the blockade, but once it gets in it can 
never be put out again, nor can it be 
kept in the original package. 


KEEP STATE TAXES DOWN. 

It ywwould seem that the taxlayers at 
Albany think that the best time to in- 
crease taxes in the State is when the 
Federal taxes are being increased by 
the billion. Those who must pay the 
Federal tax will be of another opinion, 
and none more certainly so than those 
upon whom the Federal taxes fall most 
heavily. New York is the last State in 
the Union which can endure untieces- 
sary additions to its contributions. to 
war taxation. A tax for a surplus is 
an unnecessary tax, and that ig the 
sort of budget under preparation at 
Albany. The State’s unavoidable ex- 
penses.are put at. $80,000,000, a sum 
in itself sufficient to stagger the tax- 
payers. But it is proposed to collect 
$94,000,000, because of so many ex- 

cellent taxes which have not been 
levied yet. 

The direct tax is peculiarly suited to 
apply in payment of the State’s inter- 
est and sinking fund requirements. 
There are merits to that, proposal 
standing by itself. In the opinion’ of 
some the State really needs an in- 
come tax. But the State can do with- 
out.one of these. theoretically admira- 
ble taxes: If it has the direct tax it 
can get along without the income tax 
another year. And, not to be Iinvidi- 
ous, if. it has the direct tax it can get 
along without the tax on corporate in- 
come. The opinion of this city is de- 
tached upon the merits. It would pay 
the bulk of either tax, or of both of 
them. The burden of the direct tax 
falls unjustly upon the city ‘as com- 
pared with the State, but so long as 
there is a direct tax it gives the city 
an opportunity to insist, that the tax 
shall be levied more justly, and there- 
fore more to the benefit of the ‘city, 
than now. ,On the other hand, the 
corporate income tax. would prejudice 
the city, because so many of its en- 
terprises would have to pay a tax.not 
laid upon their competitors.

; FREIGHTS AND FOOD. 

‘The inquiry of the Federal Trade 
Commission into the food price situa- 
tion elicited testimony that the high 
price of wheat was due rather to the 
lack of transportation than of grain. 
Dealers testified that there were great 
quantities in storage which could not 
be moved to the places where the sup- 
ply was deficient. In some places 
wheat is 15 cents a bushel above other 
places because the cars are lacking to 
carry grain from. where it is cheap to 
where it is dear. In other words, sup- 
ply and demand are no longer in nor- 
mal relation. The man who gets-cars 
can put his own price on wheat.- He 
is selling transportation rather than 
food, : 

The rates are fixed by the Interstate 
Commission, but the price of the 
grain is fixed by the man who pays 
the rate. The appearance is that the 
grain is scarce and dear. The equal 
truth. is that the transportation. is 
and cannot be increased by 
raising the rate without an inconven- 
lent interval. It is.a mockery now to 
point tothe reduction of the rate, and 
ask approval for it. Any rate would 
be paid, and the increase would come 
off the price of the grain.~ The rail- 
ways are not the extortioners. They 


‘are not masters of their rates. They 


raise wages whenever they are told. 

The bearing of this testimony upon 
the movement for the fixing of prices 
is: ‘@pparent.. It would cheapen grain 
to supply transportation, ‘on ‘either 
land. or sea. It ‘is idle to decree a 
price for goods which cannot be moved 
to consumers. Anybody who now sug- 
gests that the profits of the railways 
are of any interest or importance com- 
pared with the excellence of their ser- 
vice would find scant hearing. 

Also, although the raising - of rates 
now will better conditions in a year or 
two, the true time for raising them 
was some years ago, when the atten- 
tion of the regulators was preoccupied 
with scandals affecting less than one- 
tenth of the railways. The need of 
the other nine-tenths, and of all. who 
depend upon the railways for trans- 
portation, was obscured by undue re- 
gard to the reduction of profits and 
rates.. Whatever good was done in 
that manner is undone by the result 
now apparent in this crisis. Even yet 
the rate regulators are not convinced: 


That is clear from the mental attitude’ 


shown yesterday in'their statement re- 
garding: the rate question. .The rail- 
Ways are on their defense. The hun- 
gry customers of the railways are 
overlooked. It is really necessary to

Confidential. Relations Between the 


Government atid Manufacturers. 


New York, April 28, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

During the last few weeks the Council 
ot National Defense has ‘summoned to 
Washington ‘ several. hundred manu~ 
facturers. These are the men to whom 
the Goverhment looks to supply the 
$7,000,000,000 worth of equipment and 
supplies which will be required by our 
néw army of one million. 

The preconceived idea of these manu- 
facturers in regard to supplying Govern- 
ment wants suffered there a: derange- 
ment the. full import of which many of 
them do not yet fully comprehend; but 
it {Is becoming more and more apparent 
to them that what transpired at these 
meetings at Washington portends an 
innovation in Government buying which 
is ‘replete with possibilities for both. 

The day of the professional Govern- 
ment contractor who, in times past, en- 
tered at the back door, but stood first in 
line when contracts were handed: out, is 
past. The. Government expects to deal 
only with bona fide manufacturers; in- 
termediate profits are eliminated. 

The council, by the stand which it has 
taken, substitutes for the expected fear 
of the pernicious possibilities .f pro- 
miscuous competition, which has im- 
pelled many firms of standing in the 
Past to sidestep Government contracts, 
a reciprocal form of agreement whereby 
the interests of both the buyer and the 
seller are protected. _ 

Imagine the surprise’/of these manu- 
facturers upon hearing the Government 
soliciting them to co-operate, te com- 
bine to fix fair prices, to organize for 
united buying of raw material, to allot 
quantities, and to do all of those other 
things which, had they dreamed of do- 
ing the last twenty years of trust-bait- 
ing and agreement smashing, would 
have brought them into contact. with 
the courts. 

The Council of National Defense real- 
izes very fully.the important part which 
industry plays in the successful prosecu- 
tion of modern wars; that -upon the 
manufacturers rests the burden of sup- 
plying the arwentarium for the fight- 
ing-man, 

No one knows better than they that 
it is equally inhuman and unjust to ex- 
pose men to danger in war without first 
seeing that they are provided with every 
means of protection which modern in- 
vention affords and suitable provision 
for taking care of.the salvage of battle. 

The Government in taking the manu- 
facturers into its. confidence and in in- 
trusting to them the authority to decide 
upon ‘fair prices, and to organize ‘the 
most efficient methods for supplying its 
needs, has stretched out its hand more 
than half way. The’ manufacturers in 
turn are determined to see that this 
confidence is not abused.

conduct toward us does not justify the | 
repudiation of Article XXIV. of the) 
Prussian Treaty of 1709 and subsequent 
treaties, which provide that “if war 
should arisé between the two contract- 
ing parties, the merchants of \either 
country then residing in the other shail 
-be allowed to remain nine months to col- 
lect their debts and settle their affairs,” 
&c., as though that had the -slightest 
bearing upon the question! This writer 
concludes that the ships are actually 
hostile property and may be. confiscated, 
but assumes that the United States will 
pay to the owrers whatever compensa- 
tion may be héreafter determined to be 
justly due. 

But compensation is never given for 
hostile: property ; it is énly property that 
preserves intact and undiminished its 
character of private property for which 
compensation is given when seized by an 
enemy. 

Professor _ Albert Bushnell Hart of 
Harvard, who wrote an interesting arti- 
cle about the status of these ships in the 
event of war, which was published in 
thé Sunday edition of THz Trmzs on the 
first day of the current month, makes 
copious extracts from the three treaties 
negotiated betwedn Prussia and the Uni- 
ted States, now known as the German 
treaties, and various observations upon 
them that are extremely interesting to 
read in view of the existing relations 
between the two countries. Only once, 
however, does he approach what lawyers 
term the “‘nub.of the case,’’ and that
